'There are in nearly every com¬ 
munity in Western Canada scores of 
flarnuers who have every year a num¬ 
ber of good pure bred siros which 
they are unable to dispose of. A 
pure bred boar should be changed 
nearly every year. A bull or stallion 
every three or four years. A farmer 
is forced to continue using the same 
same sire until he can either trade, 
sell, or buy a new one. In Western 
i Canada the average farmer can not 
afford to buy and sell at the larger 
auction sales of pure bred sires so 
must seek a less expensive method 
of renewing his breeding stock. The 
private auction sale is of only bene¬ 
fit to the noted or distinguished 
breeder. The average farmer has 
not the reputation w’hich will attract 
many buyers to a private sale should 
he find it necessary to hold one. 

However, every year there is an 
annual agricultural fair held in prac¬ 
tically every district in Western Can¬ 
ada. Could not the various Agricul¬ 
tural Societies render a great ser¬ 
vice to their communities by con¬ 
cluding the annual fair with aii auc¬ 
tion sale of live stock?

in the statutes on the subject, but in 
the territories and in Manitoba they 
have not yet reached that degree of 
civilization which would enable them 
to exercise the rights of white men. 

In 1916, there were about 105,561 
Indians in Canada, and about 3,296 
Eskimos; in -British Columbia, 25,737 
in Alberta and Saskatchewan 18,644; 
Manitoba has 11,935; Ontario, 13,348; 
and the maritime provinces together 
about 4,295; and the Yukon and the 
Northwest T&ri'tories 5,297. They 
are the wards o^ the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment, whith^ has always exercis¬ 
ed a parental care over them. 

Before lands were laid out for set¬ 
tlement the Indian titles were exting¬ 
uished by treaties of purchase, con¬ 
ducted between^the representatives of 
the Dominion and the councils of the 
several tribes. 

(In British Columbia, the Indians 
maintain that their title was never 
purchased or extinguished, and now 
claim an immense sum as compensa¬ 
tion) . 

The Indians live on ‘reserves’ set 
apart for them; industrial farms and 
other schools are provided by the go¬ 
vernment with the creditable hope of 
making- them useful members of so¬ 
ciety. 

Of late years the experiment has 
been made of educating Indian boys 
and girls and starting them on indi¬ 
vidual farms, and this plan has had 
admirable results. 

Agents live on the reserves and in¬ 
spectors visit the. agencies from time 
to time to see that the interests of the 
interest of th e Indians are protected 
in acordance with the general policy 
of the government. 

The sale of spirituous liquors is 
expressly to the Indian po¬ 

pulation, hnd severe punishment is 
provided by the law for those who 
evade this wise regulation. 

During the present war over 1,200 
Indians have enlisted in the Canad¬ 
ian forces, including several descen¬ 
dants of Capt. Brant, the famous In¬ 
dian chief, who rendered such valu¬ 
able service to the British in 1776. 
His great grandson LieutenantCam- 
eron D. Brant, was killed at the bat¬ 
tle of Langemarck, and two lineal 
descendanst were severely injured at 
Ypres. 

The Indian women have knitted sox 
and mufflers. And, in addition, the 
Indians have subscribed large sums 

And those liable to serve are to be 
called on in the foregoing order. 

The following persons are exempt 
from enrollment and active service 
at any time. Members of the privy 
council for Canada, judges, members 
of executive councils of provinces, 
deputy ministers, clergy, telegraph 
clerks in actual employment, revenue 
clerks, wardens of prisons, etc., 
members of naval militia, members 
of police and fire brigades, professors 
and teachers in religious orders, dis¬ 
abled persons, only sons of widows, 
pilots during the season of naviga¬ 
tion, persons who are adverse to 
fighting on religious grounds.

Under the British North America 
Act the dominion government has the 
sole control over the Indians and of 
lands reserved for Indians in the pro¬ 
vinces and territories of the Domin¬ 
ion. 

One of the departments of the gov¬ 
ernment is that of Indian affairs. It 
has the management. and charge, of 
all matters relating to the Indians. 

The minister of the interior fills 
the position superintendent- gener¬ 
al of Indian affairs, and has the as¬ 
sistance of a deputy-superintendent- 
general and a number of other offic¬ 
ers to manage the business of the de¬ 
partment . 

In all the provinces and territories 
there are bands or remnants of the 
old tribes or ‘Nations” that once in¬ 
habited British North America, who 
live on lands specially reserved for 
their use and benefit. 

The law carefully guards v their in¬ 
terests, and all property held by them 
can only be alienated or leased by 
their own consent and then the pro¬ 
ceeds are invested for their sole ad¬ 
vantage. No one can buy or other¬ 
wise acquire from Indians any grain 
or other produce grown upon any re¬ 
serve in the provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, or Alberta. or the 
teritories, without the approval of 
the Indian department. 

The law makes provision for the 
“enfranchisement” of the Indians; 
that is the conferring upon them the

claration must be filed with the com¬ 


manding officer one month before 


claiming exemption. 

The period of service in the active 
militia is three years 

The Dominion is divided into mili- 
tray districts, in each of which a 
permanent military staff is main¬ 
tained, under the command of a co¬ 
lonel, or lieutenant-colonel. 

The permanent force and schools of 
instruction consist of royal Canadi¬ 
an dragoons, royal Canadian artil¬ 
lery, garrison artillery, and a royal 
regiment of Canadian infantry. The 
total strength of these permanent 
corps is limited by law to two thbrrs 
and men. 

The royal military college at King¬ 
ston . which is under the control of 
the militia department, was founded 
in 1875, and has proved a very sue-; 
cessful institution. Of the total num¬ 
ber of cadets who have gradatued. 
a large number have commissions in 
the imperial army. 

Provision is now made for pensions 
to the militia force, and to the wid¬ 
ows and children of officers. 

The governor-in-general appoints a 
militia council to a?dvise the minis¬ 
ter in all matters referred to it by the 
minister. 

The militia may be called out by 
the civil authorities, when there is 
riot or danger of rioting beyond the 
power of the civil authorities to sup¬ 
press. 

Upon the outbreak of the great Eu¬ 
ropean war, it was at once decided 
to send Canadian troops to join with 
those of the motherland, and other 
portions of the British Empire in the 
fight for justice, freedom and civili¬ 
zation. Within six weeks, thirty- 
thousand trained and equipped men 
were ready to start. A ^special ses¬ 
sion of parliament was called which 
passed statutes giving the govern¬ 
ment the necessary extraordinary 
powers and voted fifty millions of 
dollars for war purposes.

form of buying the Canada Wheat 
Board was put out of business. 

Several of the western M.P.s pres¬ 
sed for the renewing of the C. W. B. 
on a larger and more permament ba¬ 
sis. last winter in the House of Com¬ 
mons, but the powers for some rea¬ 
son would not grant the request. La¬ 
ter, of course, Premier Meighen 
brought out his* toy wheat board 
when the election was in sight. 

The organized farmes and their 
commercial companies have been 
working on a wheat pool scheme, but 
they don’t seem very willing to tackle 
the job. 

During the annual shareholders 
meeting of the U. G. G., held in 
Winnipeg, December 15 th 1921, 
wheat marketing was discussed at 
length. Mr Crcrar stated that he 
had seen enough of the workings of 
the wordings of a government de¬ 
partment to be of the opinion that a 
government wheat board would not 
the he the most ideal method as a 
permanent measure. He also stated 
that the present marketing system 
has been improving for the last twen- 
1 ty years and it wiuld be hard to de¬ 
vise a better one. He covered this 
last statement by saying that if the 
farmers wanted a wheal pool: that 
without a doubt tiey could make a 
success of it by linning it them¬ 
selves 

I Under ideal conitions a voluntary 
j wheat pool would be the ideal met- 
| hod, but unfortunxely we are a long 
way from ideal coditions When we 
talk of a compulscy pool that would 
force every one to tell to it, or a go- 
i vernment Wheat J)ard, wo run into 
Magna Charta am find that even 
Parliament is limfid in authority j 
i when that authoiy interferes with, 
the rights and lib’ties of free citi— j 


I zens. The very best legal minds are 
of the opinion that even a contract 
pool has its limitations, and that it 
is a question if it would be possible 
to force the fulfilment of the con¬ 
tracts. 

,1 believe that if the new government 
would appoint a commission who 
would investigate the grain market¬ 
ing on a broad comprehensive scale, 
and publish a frank honest opinion, 
it would help us. 

I also believe if we would use some 
of the energy we expend at our U.F.— 
A. conventions calling the banks all 
th e bad names we can think of, by 
discussing the banks fairly, and by 
trying to think out a plan that would 
make it possible to co-operate with 
them in marketing our grain. We 
can’t control the world market. We 
can feed the market just what it can 
absorb, and to do this we need the 
sympathy and co-operation of the 
! banks. 

I think a friendly get-to-gether on 
the part of the organized farmers and 
the banks mdght result in some 
changes in the bank act that would 
help out a whole lot. 

Now I have only touched this great 


big question, but I hope I have star¬ 
ted some of you thinking, and I will 
sign the name that was given me for 
trying to uphold Gladstone Liberal¬ 
ism.

The raising of an additional thirty 
thousand men was authorized on the 
seventh of November, 1914, and in¬ 
creased to 150,0000 in the following 
uly, to 250,000 in October 1915, and 
on the twelfth of January 1916, to

In three and a half months over 
100,000 men were enlisted. As the 
war proceeded, the number of Cana- 
to the Patriotic and other funds. For 
instance, in 1915, among other small¬ 
er amounts, the Doris Indians in On¬ 
tario, the White Bear band in Sas¬ 
katchewan, and the iMetlakatla In- 
dinas in British Columbia each gave 
a thousand dollars.

PROVINCIAL GOVERNMENTS 

CHAPTER I 

EXECUTIVE POWER 
IN THE PROVINCES 

In each province there is a very 
complete system of localself-govern- 
ment administerd under the authority 
of the British North America Act, by 
means of the following machinery:K 

A lieutenant-governor appointed by 
the govern or-general in council. 

An executive council, responsible 
to the House of Asembly. 

A legislature, consisting of an el¬ 
ective house, with the addition of an 
upper chamber appointed by the 
lieutenant-governor on the advice of 
the executive council in Quebec and 
Nova Scotia only; 

A judiciary, composed of several 
courts in each province, the judges 
of which are appointed and paid by 
the dominion government; 

A civil service, with officers ap¬ 
pointed by the provincial government 

A municipal system consisting of 
councils, composed of mayors, con¬ 
trollers, aldermen, wardens, reeves, 
and councillors, to provide for the 
management of the cities, towns, - 
townships, parishes and counties. 

A complete system of local school 
government in every municipality of 
a province, to provide for the rnanag- 
ment and support of free schools for 
all classes of the people. 

LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR 

The lieutenant-governor, who in 
practice holds his office for five years 
is appointed by the governor-gener¬ 
al in council., by whom he can be dis¬ 
missed for “cause assigned” which, 
under th© constitution, must be com¬ 
municated to parliament. 

He represents the sovereign in all 
matters within the scope of the pro¬ 
vincial government of the province. 


same rules, usuages and conventions 
that govern the relations between 
the governor-general and his privy 
council. 

He appoints .his executive council 
and is guided by their advice so long 
as they retain the confidence of the 
legislature. 

In the discharge of all the executive 
and administrative functions that de¬ 
volve constitutionally upon him and 
require the action of the crown in a 
province, the lieutenant-governor has 
all the necessary authority. 

He can summon, prorogue and dis¬ 
solve th© legislature, make appoint¬ 
ments to office, an performs all the 
executive acts by the advice of his 
executive council which are neces¬ 
sary for the government of the pro¬ 
vince. 

The remarks made above with res¬ 
pect to th© governor-general in coun¬ 
cil apply equally to the lieutenant- 

H e acts in accordance with the 
governor in council. 

THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 

The executive council, which is the 
name given to the body of men com¬ 
posing the administration of each 
province, a nam© borrowed from the 
old provincial systems of government 
varies in numbers and consists of 
those holding the various provincial 
offices as heads of departments, and 
of one or more in addition, who are 
described as ministers without port¬ 
folio. Ontario, Quebec, British Col¬ 
umbia, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
each have eight paid ministers, Man¬ 
itoba, seven; New Brunswick five: 
Nova Scotia and Prince Edward Is¬ 
land each three. The salaries vary 
greatly as the following being the 
cost for each province, show: —

Their titles vary, in some cases, 
but there is in every executive coun¬ 
cil an attorney-general, whose duties 
are to act as law adviser of the gov¬ 
ernment a,nd its departments, en¬ 
force the law by prosectutions in the 
criminal courts, and perform other 
acts in connection with the adminis¬ 
tration of justice in the province 
In every province there is a minis¬ 
ter' generally called the provincial 
treasurer, whose special function it 
is to administer its financial affairs; 
a minister to look after its public 
works; a secretary and registrar to 
manage the correspondence of the 
government, register all commis¬ 
sions under the provincial seal, as 
well as bonds and securities given 
by public officers. There is also a 
minister of Agriculture in every pro¬ 
vince, except that of Nova Scotia, 
who has control of model farms and 
agricultural colleges—wherever es¬ 
tablished—and encourages all socie¬ 
ties and exhibitions connected with 
the interests of agriculture, horticul¬ 
ture, fruit raising- and dairying, and 
other industries of the same class. 

All members of the executive coun¬ 
cil, who hold departmental and sal¬ 
aried offices, must vacate their seats 
upon appointment, and be re-elected 
as in the case of the dominion minist¬ 
ers. 

The principle of ministerial re¬ 
sponsibility to the legislature is ob¬ 
served in the fullest sense. All the

sponsibilities of more than one de¬ 
partment of the government. Ex¬ 
ecutive councillors are called “hon¬ 
ourable,” but only while they are 
members of the council.

Cold Nights Retard Growth 


In northern latitudes where the 
winter period is long and generally 
severe, the growing season is natur¬ 
ally short. Fortunately this is in a 
great measure remedied by the long¬ 
er days of sunlight we enjoy, result¬ 
ing in wonderful growth in a few 
weeks time when other conditions 
are favorable. During the hours be¬ 
tween sunrise and sunset plant life 
is most vigorous and it is very prob¬ 
able when the night temperature 
falls below GO F. that growth actu¬ 
ally ceases until some time efter sun¬ 
rise. Cold nights are one very sure 
reason why tomatoes, cucumbers 
etc. are so difficult to develop and 
ripen in this part of the country,

How To Make Hotbed 


Burn’s Night 


Procure one inch lumber and make 
a framie to support the sash which 
should be one foot six inches high 
at the back and one foot at te front. 
having a slope of six inches: from 
back to. front to carry off rain water 
or water condensing on the under¬ 
side of the glass, nail a piece 1 in. 
by 4 in. lumber on each side of the 
frame to keep the sash in position. 

Place the frame on the levelled bed 
of manure and spread a good sancl 
black loam to a depth of six inches 
inside the frame, level and tramp, 
place the sash on frame and allow 
the bed to heat. The temperature of 
the bed will rise rapidly possibly 
about 120 F. but seeds should not be 
sown until it has dropped to around 
70 or 80 F. which it may do in three 
or four days, To imiake sure test the 
soil in the frame with an ordinary 
thermometer before sowing seeds 
The hotbed should be ready for use 
about the end of February or early 
in March.

Sunshine and Shelter 


All plants require more or less 
sunshine for their proper develop¬ 
ment, those of the cacti family de¬ 
lighting ip a sandy soil and exposed 
to the blistering rays of the sun, but 
almost all of those in which we are 
interested will appreciate a little 
shade when the sun is high this is 
particularly applicable to all plants 
newly set out and also young tender 
plants growing in a seed bed. Shade 
may be applied in a variety of ways, 
for temporary purposes pack sheeting 
or cotton tacked on to light wood 
frames supported on pegs about a 
foot above the ground will protect 
plants newly set out in rows can be 
protected by placing eight or ten 
inch boards on the south side of the 
plants, sloping slightly to and sup¬ 
ported on the north side by short 
pegs. Short brush can often be used 
to advantage and narrow shingles, 
one on the south and one on the west 
side of a plant, the end pushed into 
the ground so as to remain upright 
afford a cool and efficient shade for 
-newly set out plants such as cabbage

Hot Beds Necessary 
For Early Plants

In order to have a few early lettuce 
or to grow plants requiring a longer 
season than we have, means must 
be provided for growing them under 
artificial conditiaons for the first 
part of their lives, which can be 
most readily effected by using a hot¬ 
bed. In selecting a site for a hot¬ 
bed, it should be outside the garden 
it, having a sunny exposure and am¬ 
ple protection from cold winds, in 
fact as sheltered a spot as you can 
find with a south exposure. It may 
be of a permanent or temporary na¬ 
ture, but as a permanent hotbed need 
lime, brick or cement in their con¬ 
struction and -are therefore expen¬ 
sive, these remarks will refer to a 
temporary structure. 

The size or capacity of a hotbed 
can be determined by the need of 
each individual and the means at 
their disposal, standard size! of 
sashes are 6 feet by 3 feet and can 
be purchased from dealers in seeds 
and garden supplies generally cheap¬ 
er than they can be made.
